With all its record of big meetings in 
| the interest of many parties and for many 
| purposes, Cooper Union never held a larg- 
ler or more enthusiastic audience than last 
night, Mayor-elect Edward F. 
Dunne of Chicago addressed a mass meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Municipal 
Ownership League. 

Long before the time announced for the 
meeting the great hall was packed and 
people were lined in rows back of the 
‘seats and ranged along the walls. Not 
one-half of those who sought admission 

could get in, and before 8 o'clock the po- 
, Hee, who were present in large numbers, 
were struggling to keep out the persistent 
i throng. To provide for the prebability of 
a crush a platform had been erected in 
; Cooper Square and late comers had to be 
content with an overflow meeting, at 
which number of speakers held the 
crowd until Judge Dunne and Tom Wat- 
ison could be heard. 

Invery one on entering the hall was pro- 
vided with an American flag, and at every 
telling point the audience rose, and, amid 
the strains of the band, waved the Na- 
tional colors. 

The enthusiasm began when Reprtesenta- 
live William R. Hearst opened the meet- 
ing as temporary Chairman. He. drew 
; forth loud applause when he said that he 
was convinced the time had come when 
i the people of this country were ready to 
; take up the ownership, control; and ope- 

ration of pyblic utilities, and said there 
; Was no doubt in his mind of their ability 
to successfully operaté them. 

Mr. Hearst said he fully believed that 
New York was ripe for municipal owner- 
‘Ship, and that some strang man would 

step to the front and lead the citizens to 

victory, He then iniroduced J. G. Phelps 
| Stokes as permanent presiding officer, 
and said he was a man not ofly interested 
iin municipal ownership, but in every 
movement that had for its object the bet- 
i terment of his fellow-men.

Fully half a century ago 
the citizens of Chicago drove from won- 
tro! of our water system the private capl- 
talisi¢ who were then plundering the pub- 
lic. Ten years age they dislodged the

{light to the city. Next Monday Chicago 
| stats upon her mission of dislodging pri- 
i vate capital from the control of our 
| street-car system. 
; “She is operating both water and elec- 
we lighting departments, as well as her 
| Police, Fire, and Educational Depart- 
iments, without scandal, graft, or corrup- 
tion, besides cheapening the cost of utili- 
ties that she is furnishing to the public. 
She wil have the same record of success 
in relation to her street-car system. You 
men of New York may surpass us in 
wealth, and it may be. in culture, but 
Chicage, in our judgment, the verve 
centre of America and the leader in «co- 
nomic thought and action. 

“The history of the struggle fer this 
achievement jis interesting. It com- 
menced ten years ago. Private capital- 
ists who had possession of our streets at

that time, not cotitent with the franchises 
they had already; avd which were limited 


by law to twenty years, went to the State 
Capitol and by ths most shameless and 
notorious corruption induced the Legisla- 
ture to permit. the grant of fifty-year 
franchises. The law was passed before 
the people discovered its dangerous fea- 
tures. 

“But the public spirit of Chicago at 


once revolted. The very next Legislature, | 


composed largely of the same men, was 
compelled to repeal this infamous law. 


From that time to this the people of Chi- | 


cago on one side and the capitalists who 
were in charge of this business on the 
other, have been in a struggle for the 
possession of our streets. 


““It has required the utmost watchful- | 
ness on the part of the people during all 


this period to prevent the passage of a 
law or ordinance by which the city 
streets would have been locked up for 
another period of twenty years. 
August, by a combination of politicians 
belonging to both political parties, an 
arrangement was made in the Common 
Council by which a twenty-year fran- 
chise was to be granted to the present 
traction companies, but at the call of 
few public-spirited citizens and newspa- 
pers the people rolled up a mighty peti- 
tion of protest, signed by 134,000 men of 
Chicago. 

“In the election just closed a crafty 
attempt was made by the private capi- 
talists in control of Chicago streets to 
have the platforms of both parties so 
constructed as to permit the passage of 


an ordinance extending the franchises of | 


the private companies. Th candidates 
were to be selected from among persons 
who were known to be willing to grant 
some sort of extension, 

“I was called from the bench to lead 
the people in the fight for municipal own- 
ership of the street cars. We presented 
a platform to the people that was clear. 
emphatic, and distinct. It bound us posi- 
tively to cease all negotiations having 
for their object the extension of fran- 
enises. Our platform also pledged us to 
take immediate steps to bring about mu- 
nicipal ownership, and we have won in 
the most decisive manner. 

“The citizens of Chicago have learned 
that wherever a city in anv portion of 
the civilized world has taken over the 
operation of its water works, gas plant, 
electric light plant, or street railway sys- 
tem in every case when fairly tried the 
cost of this utility to the public has been 
reduced, the wages of the men who oper- 
ate them have been increased, the hours 
have been reduced, and more efficient 
service has been rendered. 

“Tt may be wise for me to discuss 
briefly before you citizens of New York 
the only two serious objections raised dur- 
ing the recent struggle in Chicago against 


public ownership and operation of public} 


utilities. 

“That it would tend to build up a great | 
political machine. None of the friends 
of municipal ownership in Chicago or 
elsewhere advocates the ownership and} 
operation of any utility by municipalities 
unless in connection therewith there is a 
civil service law. 

“The only other serious objection urged 
in Chicago against the operation by the 
public of its own utilities was that the| 
municipality had no money. That cry is| 
always raised everywhere, and I presume 
it will be raised in New York when you 
start, as I understand you haye under} 
contemplation, the operation of your mu-| 
nicipal lighting plant. There is no value| 

. whatever in the objection. The operation 
of these utilities is a privilege of price-

erland. While in Interlaken he stepped 
into a telegraph office to send a message

made, and told the operator that such u 
message would have cost 40 or 00 cents in 
the United States. 

‘** But you see here the Government oper- 
|} ates the telegraph system,” said the oper- 
; ator, **and tne rate is much cheaper.” 

_ ‘this, Judge Dunne said, set him to think- 
|ing, and wherever he went he found that 
the case was similar where public service 
| utilities were concerned. From that time 
|he became the champion of municipai 
ownership. 

“We have in Chicago,” he said, “ the 
worst street railroad system in the coun- 
| try. We mean to take hold of this, re- 
(equip it, and run it in the interests of the 
people. We will accomplish this without 
one cent of taxation on the community 
simply by the power of condemnation 
which every railroad in the city has exer- 
{cised for years against the owners Of pri- 
vate property. You see that law was sup- 
ported by the street railway companies. 
Now we are going to give them a taste of 
their own medicine. We will show. them 
that a law can work both ways, and» they 
| surely cannot kick if we fairly apply, to 
| themselves acted so long. 

“If they kick, well and good, While 
the kick is in progress the city will have 
control of the roads, and the courts will 
in the meantime decide the cases, I esti- 
mate, and I may be a few millions out of 
the way, that we can acquire the street 
railway Systems of Chicago for about 
| $27,000,000. It will take thirty to forty 
|millions more to modernize them, The 
| tangible values of the properties has been 
| placed by experts at about $30,000,000, and 
|; they are capitalized for about $120,000,000. 
Their Stock Exchange value, just before 
;}my election, was about $80,000,000, and 
this was kept up by manipulation and 
wash sales. 

“Now, under the law we can take 
| these roads by issuing street car certifi- 
cates, in reality income bonds, the in- 
terest being paid out of the receipts. 

‘When the roads pass into the hands 
of the city all the employes, from Super- 
intendent down to car cleaners, will come 
under civil service rules. We naturally 
will do just as Mr. Morgan would do if 
he got a road, get the best man possible 
to operate it. When Yerkes built his 
London road he got an expert from Glas- 
gow to show him all about it, and the 
Lord Provost of that city has promised 
to send on his Superintendent, who has 
been running roads under municipal own- 
}ership for ten years, to help me in my 
work. 

“It is too early yet to think of reach- 
ing out for the gas, electric lighting, or 
telegraph or telephone franchises, but 
the law will be amended in time so as 
to give us these rights. First we will 
tackle the street railways. If we are 
hindered we will fight in court and out 
The money value put on the 
roads by experts will be paid into the 
City Treasurer's hands, and the roads 
can take or leave it, -just as the owner 
of private property could do when the 
roads moved in condemnation proceedings 
against him. 

‘“‘Now, on this question of municipal 
ownership, let me give you a few points. 
In Chicago we have been running our 
water plant for forty years, and we have 
the cheapest water in the world. 

“We paid for the whole plant out of

less value. We in Chicago propose to 
raise all the money necessary to purchase | 
an up-to-date street car system upon) 
street car certificates, which are special | 
or limited promises to pay out of the in-| 
come collected from the system. They} 
are not general promises to pay, which 
will entail taxation. They are_ secured 
under our law in three ways: First—By} 
the pledge of all of the income in_per-| 
petuity of the municipal street railway | 
plant. Second—By a mortgage, which|

own baby and sent to it several thousand 
kisses to be shared by its mother. In 
this letter he told of meeting a man with 
whom he had struck up an acquaintance 
on a previous visit to the city, and who 
had promised to take him slumming’in the 
evening to Chinatown, 

Rock said that perhaps he had better 
go to church, but that as he had never 
been slumming he might see sights of in- 
terest to those at home. It was a very 
jolly letter, full of love and expressing 
confidence in his mission to the city. It 
is said that he had a good report to make 
to his employers. it ended with the dec- 
laration that he would surely be home by 
Tuesday morning. 

When Rock dia not appear at the offices | 
of the company on Monday word was sent 
to the hotel. It was said there that ne} 
had not returned after telling the clerk | 
that he was oif for a trip to Chinatown. 
An agent of the company was sent to Ma-| 
lone, where he found Mr. Rock’s accounts 
perfectly straight and found that Rock 
had left an account to the credit of the! 
company of $400 and a private account, 
making the sum he left behind him 
amount to $1,400. 

The representatives of the company at 
once notified the young man’s tather, A. 
F. Rock of Ogdensburg, who. with his 
son-in-law, C. kK. Castle, hurried to New 
York to search tor the missing man. After | 
a search of his room they tound in his | 
satchel a check drawn to the order of the | 
company for the amount due. They knew 
that he had drawn $100 for his expenses 
in the city, and that he had other money 
when he had left. 

The two men immediately communi- 
cated with Acting Inspector Stephen 
O’Brien, who assured them that it was 
perfectiy possible that the young man had 
been drugged and robbed, and that his de- 
tectives would find him in short order. 

As the days passed and there was no 
report of the missing man and_ the 
“papers contained accounts of a strike "’, 
among the detectives, the two men from 
up State became greatly alarmed, and 
spent most of their time at Mulberry 
Street Headquarters, when they were not 
sending reassuring telegrams to the miss- 
ing man’s wife.

‘““He was twenty-nine years old and had 
never taken a drink in his Hfe. He was 
devoted to his family, the wife and child, 
His accounts have been shown to be cor- 
rect to a cent. 

“At first the pee were very nice at 
Headquarters. Then they seemed to have 
lost all interest in the case. I guess that 
it is true that the detectives are on strike, 
and I would advise countrymen to be 
very careful about going slumming in 
New York at the present time.”

| CUT FARE ON RAPID TRANSIT. 


Bill Proposes Rush-Hour Half Rate 


and Unlimited Transfers.

ALBANY, April 7.—Assemblyman Salo- 
on to-day. introduced a bill brought to 
Albany by Albert E. Henschel, formerly 
Secretary to the Greater New York Com- 
mission, to Amend the Rapid Transit act 
in various important particulars. 

The bill provides that the rafes of fare, 
including rights of transfer, shall be dur- 
ing the first five years of opération \not 
to exceed 5 cents, except that on week 
days between 5 o'clock and 9 o'clock A. M. 
and 4 o’clock and 8 o’clock P. M.; as well 
as on Sundays, legal holidays, and Satur- 
days after 12 o’clock noon, ‘the fare shall 
be two rides for 5 cents. After five years 
the rate shall be two rides for 5 cents all 
day. j 
Contractors are required to furnish free 
transfers to all Rapid Transit roads built 
hereafter, under traffic agreements to be 


determined by the Rapid Transit Com- | 


missioners, but reviewable by the Su- 
preme Court; all routes and contracts 
must be approved by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment; the Commis- 
sioners are restrained from making any 
contracts which shall deprive them or 
their successors of the right of public 
supervision and making rules from time 
to time, to determine the speed and. fre- 
quency of trains as the needs of public 


travel may require. 

A sufficient space must be left on either 
side of the railroad for safe egress 
emergency, and the subways hereafter 
built must be rendered safe against fire, 
flood, leakage, and jnundations, the cars 
also must be safe‘and fire-proof 
equipped with extra central doors for the 
rapid dispatch of traffic. .

‘After discussing the subject with a 
large number of our neighbors, fathers 
and mothers, elder brothers and sisters, 
of children now in school, we have not 
found one who favored the proposed re- 
duction in the length of the school day. 

‘I beg to submit for your consideration 
the following facts in connection with the 
proposed change in the first year classes. 
/‘The reasons for the seemingly universal 
preference for the full school day appear 
i to be the following: ; 
‘Little children are readily wearied 
| when they are kept long at brain work, 
unless there are frequent interyals of 
change and relaxation, so that it 
thought that they cannot cover as much 


| ground in the shorter day as in the longer | 
| one with its greater variety of occupation | 


| to refresh body and mind. 

“In the large classes which prevail 
among the first year children they cannot 
get enough attention from the teacher in 
the short day to enable them to learn as 
much as in the longer day. 

‘When the little children go to school 
from the first for the full day, school 
looms in their mind as the most impor- 
tant thing in their daily experience. They 
| form the habit of regularity, take school 

seriously, and derive from it the strong- 

lest restraining and 
ence open to them. When, on the contra- 
ry, they go to schoo! only 
; half hours in the day,

case it by no means dominates the day. 
Thus the habit is formed of taking school 
| lightly, considering it one of the series 
of interests, instead of the most impor-

correct later. 

“Thus a needless burden is laid upon 
the truant officers, upon the teachers, 
the parents, and in the long run upon the 
children themselves.

If we have deferred to the last a con- 
sideration of Mrs. Le Moyne's playing it 
is not because she is any less deserving of 
such meed of praise as the limited space | 
of this review may bring. She is, indeed, 
entitled to a very high tribute, for the in- 
numerable demands of staging such a 
play as this might well excuse any in- 
dividual shortcomings in her case. But 
Mrs. Le Moyne'’s Gwendolen Tresham will 
long be remembered as a most engaging 
portrait. For a moment, during the pass- |

New York yesterday, by way of Bos- 
ton, with a thrilling account of the 
trouble one ship has had in getting a 
menagerie from Calcutta to the Statue 
of Liberty.

ELEVATED LOSES SUIT.

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
yesterday handed down a decision 
which, in the opinion of many lawyers, 
may have far-reaching consequences. The’ 
case was that of John H. Hindley against 
the Manhattan Railway Company. Mr. 
Hindley, who is a plumber, sought to re- 
cover damages for injury to his property 
819 Sixth Avenue. It was the usual 
equity action, for the removal of the nui- 
sonce, with the alternative of the award 
of damages. 

In this case, however, the company did 
not, as usual, contest the amount claimed, 
but took entirely new ground, asserting 
that as the road had been built and in 
operation for more than twenty years the 
company had acquired a prescriptive right 
and title by user. Justice Bischoff de- 
cided against the company in the first in- 
stance, and now, on appeal, the Appellate 
Division affirms that judgment, all the 
Justices concurring in the result.

QORK on the monumental 

Modern History goes on apace, and 

with the Wars of Religion we already 

have before us a fifth volume of very 

nearly a thousand large octavo pages. 

Large as it is, so excellent.and pertinent 

is every part, that many a grateful worker will find 

it still too small. It is everywhere conscientious and 

never hurried. An occasional point escapes in the 

division of labor, and in the present work, for in- 

Stance, Giordano Bruno goes down between the 

many writers unchallenged to oblivion, Here and 

there, to be sure, chapters like the first of the pres- 

ent volume fall somewhat below the generally main- 

tained high standard of scholarship and presenta- 

tion; but in the main it stands for the most ad- 

vanced historical research of contemporary English 
students. 

The completed series was to contain twelve vol- 
umes, but the work seems to have grown under the 
hands of the editors, and they promise us now a 
thirteenth volume of maps, and a fourteenth of gen- 
ealogies, supplementary information, and a general 
index. 

A previous volume of the Cambridge History, 
treating of the Reformation. closed with the treaty 
of Cateau-Cambrésis, (1559,) which ended for a time 
the iong rivalry between France and Spain and 
seemed to mark a compact between the two great 
European powers for the suppression of heresy. It 
is at this point that the present volume begins, and 
it takes us down to the outbreak of the Thirty 
Years’ War, (1618,) though an occasional chapter, 
like the one on James L., for instance, for the sake 
of completeness must reach out a few years beyond.. 
A German philosopher has said that as every new < 
age interprets past events in a different light, it 
must rewrite its histories. The present writer feels 
in much the same way with regard to his reviews of 
earlier volumes of the Cambridge Modern History. 
In a review of the Reformation he deplored the fact 
that-the editors seemed to be giving us political his- 
tory of the old-fashioned sort, that they were neg- 
lecting the literary, economic, and industrial aspects 
of civilization. The present volume makes plain 
that treatment of certain of these aspects of history 
had merely been deferred to a later time, and in the 
Wars of Religion we find a careful consideration 
of the econdmic conditions of Spain (though not of 
the Netherlands) and thorough particular studies on 
the Repfissance fiterature of England and Italy; the 
former, by Sidney Lee, as was to be expected, of 
abiding excellence. On the whole the editors are 
to be congratulated on having presented the most 
complete and thoroughly rounded treatment of any 
epoch yet taken up in their series. That we may 
not seem to have forgotten how to cavil, howeyer, 
we will say that we should have liked to find in the 
present volume some study of the Moriscos and the 
Moorish influence on Spain and European civiliza- 
tion in general. As the last legislation and final 
deporting of the Valencian Moors took place under 
Philip I0., (1609,) such a complete study, which 
history as yet does not seem to have made, can 
hardly be supposed to have been postponed, and 
will, in the completed work, in all probability be 
found wanting. The Moriscos were, as Mr. Hume 
says, excellent gold workers, weayers, skilled silk 
raisers, and gardeners. With their forced migration. 
Spain ceased to be a producing and industrial nation 
and took one of the last steps toward the inevitable 
bankruptcy already impending. 

“The Wars of Religion” opens rather inauspi- 
ciously with one of its less satisfactory chapters on 
the wars of religion in France, by A. J. Butier, M. A., 
Professor of Italian Language and Literature in 
University College, London. Its author’s style lacks 
the ease of one writing out of the fullness of his 
knowledge, and its matter, not free from a few minor 
inacuracies, cannot be called profound and -illumi- 
nating. It deals almost entirely with the military 
manoeuvres of the eight wars of religion, some of 
which, as Duruy says, broke out without cause and 
ended without reason, The process.of disorganiza- 
tion in France we are left to infer 
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ated by A, B. Tilley, M. Zz; of. 
King's College. Mr. Tilley. gives us in 
briefer compass. here a restatement of his 
* Literature of the French Renaissance.” 

R. Nesbit Bain, Assistant Librarian of 
the Britieh Muscum, treats of “ The Cath- 
olic Reaction and the Valois and Bathory 
Elections in Poland.’ Beginning with an 
excellent presentation of the Poland of 
the mid-sixteenth century—then the great- 
est State of Eastern Europe, stretching 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea—the nar- 
rative moves forward easily ‘and rapidly 
to the death of Stephen B&thory, her 
Transylvanian hero-King, in 1586. Under 
Sigismund J. (1506-48) Lutheranism was 
looked upon askance because of its Ger- 
man origin. It was otherwise with Cal- 
vinism and the religion of the Bohemian 
Brethren, which, although weakly opposed 
by the State, made rapid gains. The cause 
of the Reformation received a powerful 
impetus from the rise of the gentry, 
szlachta, and their opposition to the 
clergy, one of the richest and most cor- 
rupt of Europe. The masses were darkly 
ignorant, bit the upper clages greedily 
devoured the humanistic culture of the 
Renaissance until, as a contemporary has 
it, ‘“‘ There were more Latinists in Poland 
than there used to be in Latium.’. The 
Church, for all its great wealth, refused 
to assume any of the public burdens, and, 
already possessed of great privileges, put 
forward offensive pretensions. Such a 
course aroused the hostility of the gentry 
and drove a large number of them into 
the reformed religions. These, with their 
rapid increase in strength and numbers 
were able to hold the Government to a 
course of toleration, and it was thus 
largely for political reasons that Poland 
became a refuge for reformers of all sects, 
even such as the Socinians, who could 
find no other home. Protestantism 
reached its height of influence about 1559, 
and its decline was due, as in most of the 
countries of the Reformation, to two main 
causes—dissensions among its own sects 
and the increasing strength of the Jesuit- 
ical Catholic reaction.

However, the ques- 
tion is a large one and does not admit of 
full discussion here.

If we 
take the Counter Reformation seriously, 
the wars of religion may be taken as its 
political phase. It thus receives much of 
its direction, conscious or unconscious, 
from Rome. Count Balzani fails to give 
us a picture of the years of Rome's great- 
est aggressiveness after the closing of 
the Council of. Trent, and td omit so im- 
portant a part is very.nearly tantamount 
to playing ‘‘ Hamlet without the Dane.

From Italy we pass to events in Spain, 
in the chapters on Spain under Philip Il. 
and Spaln under Phillip III., treated by 
Martin Hume of the Royal Spanish Acad- 
emy. As they stand far along in this 
volume, much of Spanish policy in Eng- 
land, France, and the Netherlands has 
already been treatéd. The writer's wings 
have beeh clipped, as it were, and he is 
forced to stay near home. He gives us, 
howéver, a very interesting chapter on 
internal affairs and conditions under the 
gloomy father, who, as one of his inti- 
mates said, put off from to-morrow to to- 
morrew, and whose only resolution was 
to rem&in irresolute; and under his prodi- 
gal, .vain,, and light-headed son. He be- 
gins by presenting a strong statement of 
the policy of Charles V.: “ The impos- 
sible task undertaken by the Emperor 
Charles V. in his youth had worn him 
out, mentally and bodily, at an age when 
most men are in their prime, From the 
beginning he had proceeded “dn the as- 
sumption that he and his were the chosen 
instruments by means of which God's 
cause must finally triumph over impious 
rebellion. Popes, Kings, and peoples, the 
institution of the Church itself, were but 
pawns to be used according to his in- 
spired direction. The idea of a Christen- 
dom religiously -unified, with a Spanish 
Caesar politically supreme, was the end 
aimed at; and the Emperor recognized 
quite early in the struggle that the life of 
one man was too short to see the fruition 
of the dream.”” Stch was the legacy left 
to Phillip I1., and the author treats that 
unhappy monarch not without a certain 
fympathy for the hépelessness of his task. 

He was never light-hearted, and he did 


not disguise from himself the difficulties 
of his task.

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ITALIAN HIGH LIFE, 
Mme. Waddington’s Letters Written 
During Two Visits a Quarter of 
a Century Apart.* 


E. WADDINGTON in Italy 
is not perhaps Mme. Wad- 
dington at her best. Her fa- 
miliar letters thence tend to 
the trivialities which may, 
without spice of malice and 
scandal, or sufficient wit, or 
overpowering glamour of courts and high 
cosmopolite life, breed something not re- 
mote from contempt. However, of the 
last, at all events, there is no lack—Kings, 
Queens, Princes, Popes, Ministers of 
State, Ambassadors, Dukes, Americans ot 
the sort who mingle freely with the great 
of the older earth fairly crowd the stage. 
And to people who know their Italy, past 
or present, there is, of course, an added 
interest, for Mme. Waddington as Miss 
King spent much of her girlhood there 
and had a chance to renew and revise her 
impressions in middle life, in 1880, and 
again, in old age, last year. 

The earlier visit, that of 1880, followed 
just after the retirement of her husband, 
M. Waddington, from the Premiership of 
France. It was undertaken, in fact, as 
a season of rest and readjustment on the 
part of the ex-Minister, who, strangely 
enough, had never been to Rome before. 

Mme. Waddington describes, first, her 
departure from the. official. residence, 
Quai d'Orsay, her own feelings at return- 
ing to private life, and especially those of 
her youthful son Francis, 


I really think the only person who hated 
to leave the Quai d'Orsay was Francis 
He was furious at seeing all his things 
packed up, and was carried out to the 
carriage kicking and screaming—*“ veux 
pas quitter ma maison—veux pas aller 
vilaine petite maison ''—(“ don't want to 
leave my house, don't want to go to any 
horrid old little house."’ The huissiers (six 
all standing in a row to say good-bye) 
were much impressed, and the old gray- 
headed Pierson, who has been there for 
years and seen many Ministers depart, 
remarked: ‘‘Au moins Monsieur Francis 
est désolé de partir.”” ‘‘At least Master 
Francis is grieved to go away."’ It seemed 
funny to drive out of the big gates for the 
last time.

Of course there are audiences with the 
Vope—two Popes, in fact—for M. and Mme. 
Waddington were presented to Leo XIJIL, 
in 1880, and Mme, Waddington to Pius 
X., in 1904. In the first case, the audience 
was somewhat special: - 


We went in at once, the Monsignor 
closing the door behind us and leaving 
ws alone with the Pope, who came. al- 
most to the door to receive us, 80 that the 
three regulation curtsies were impossible. 
Chere were three red and gold armchairs 
at one end of the room, with a thick hand- 
some carpet in front of them. The Pope 
sat on the one in the middle, put me on 
his right, and W. on his left. e * He 
.sked . all sorts of questions about 
home politics and the attitude of the 
clergy, saying that.as a Protestant his 
ypinion would be impartial * * * W. 
was rather guarded at first, (decidedly 
“banale,”’ I told him afterward,) but the 
Pope looked straight at him with his keen 
bright eyes, saying, “ Je vous en prie, M. 
Waddington, parlez sans réserves.” 


When her husband waited upon King 
Humbert, Mme. Waddington records 
‘that he went off most properly attired 
with his Italian ribbon,” and adds 
quaintly: 

He generally forgets to put on his 
orders, and was decided] ut out one 
day in Paris when he arrived at a ‘royal 
reception without the decoration the sov- 
ereign had just sent him, The explanation 
was difficult—he could hardly tell the 
King he had forgotten. 


Mme. Waddington says the audience 
with Queen Margherita was not like a 
royal audience at all. “It was a very 
pleasant visit to a charming woman in a 
pretty room with all sorts of pictures and 
‘bibelots’ about... She does not speak 
in quite the same terms of her audience 
last year with the new Queen Elena, who 
“ Jooked tired "’: 


We (the other was the Marquisé de 
Bailleul) had the usual royal questions 
as to our children. As I only had one 
child my conversation on that subject 
soon came to an end, but Marquise de 
Bailleul has three small ones, so she got 
on swimmingly. The Queen talked very 
prettily and simply about her own chil- 
dren and the difficulty of keeping them 
natural and unspoiled, 


A comic incident relates to sport on the 
Campagna. It was the last meet of the 
season: 


There were quantities of handsome 
horses, but 1 don't know that it was quite 
comfortable walking when the hunt moved 
off. Some of the young men, principally 
officers, were taking preliminary gallops 
in every direction, and jumping backward 
and forward over a large ditch. One of 
them knocked down an Englishwoman—at 
least I don’t think he really knocked her, 
but he alighted so near her that she was 
frightened and slipped getting out of the 
way. 

The letters, as the title page of the book 
shows, cover a period of only five months 
in 1880 and another period of only three 
months a quarter of a century later.

CENTRAL PARK TREES. 

“Trees and Shrubs of Central Park” 
is a new book by Louis Harman Peet, 
author of a, similar work on Prospect 
Park trees. It is not only a description 
of the trees, but is a real guide and 
companion, pointing out that which it 
describes in a manner that is wholly 
comprehensible to the reader. Mr. Peet 
says: 

The purpose of this book is to put with- 
in the reach of the non-technical city 
nature lover a handy means wf identify- 
ing the trees and shrubs which he meets 
in his Park rambles. This identification 
once effected, adds immeasurable enjoy- 
ment to these rambles. It is exasperat- 
ing to walk the Park paths and see the 
handsome shrubs and trees and not know 
what they are. Many of them are of 
foreign character, and, although the ram- 
bler may know the native species, when 
these unusual foreign forms confront 
him he cannot recognize them, for they 
are seldom given in the popular hand- 
books. * * It is the aim of this book 
to supply this want. 

The Park is divided by Mr. Peet into 
sixteen imaginary sections, numbering 
from the southern to the northern end - 
i. e., No. 1 is entitled “The Pond and Its 
Vicinity.” .- At the front of the book 
there is a key map of the combined 
parts, and for each part there is a sepa- 
rate map, which forms the nucleus of a 
chapter. As the space covered by these 
maps is not extensive individually, there 
is the possibility of locating almost every 
physical feature in the victnity. How- 
ever, not each tree and shrub is noted, 
for this would amount to confusion, but 
all representative types are given unusual 
prominence and-distinct position. 

Each map has a chapter for its descrip- 
tion, the trees, shrubs, and plants having 
corresponding numbers'in both map and 
text. There is also a table accompany- 
ing the maps, which gives both the com- 
mon and botanical names. And again, at 
the back of the book there is an index 
to the common names, wherein the mum- 
ber of the page, chapter, map, and loca- 
tion is placed for easy reference. 

Besides these maps, the book contains 
excellent half tones of representative 
types. The text is lucid and readable. 
No previous botanical knowledge is re- 
quired to understand it. The book might 
serve admirably as a first book on the 
subject of botany. In fact, it should 
make an appeal especially to this kind 
of work, because of its simplicity and 
accuracy. “ Trees and Shrubs of Central 
Park"’ is published by the Manhattan 
Press, 176 West Broadway, this city, ($2.)

“It is a series of sketches of Grenfell’s work in 
Labrador ; ‘ studies,’ we might call them, to borrow a 
word from the artist’s nomenclature ; full of life and 
It is a strange land, and a strange people, and 
a'strange life; a yery rare picture the author has given 
of a very rare man; a true story of adventure which 
we should like to see in the hands of every man of 


the heroine. Indeed, although he falls in 
love a sufficient number of times to be- 
come hopelessly involved in matrimony, 
his career closes without the necessity of 
an engagement ring, while he sees his 
level-headed, unsentimental Irish friend 
earry off the lady toward whom his own 
heart first warmed. 

Sentiment and lovemaking, however, are 
rather the incidentals than the prop upon 
which this rollicking, jovial story is built. 
It relates the exciting experiences, oc- 
casionally bordering close to the tragic, 
that befall two friends on a runaway 
yachting trip from Gibralter to the South 
Seas in order to retain possession of their 
own boat, 

The owner of the yacht, a young Irish 
man, who is not on good terms with his 
stepbrother, suddenly hears that his 
father, the Earl, has died, and although 
possessing a letter saying that the yacht 
is to be his, no confirmation of this ap- 
pears in the will, At this time the Irish- 
man's friend, a celebrated marine painter 
and a typical wandere:, appears on the 
scene. Belligerent to his finger tips and 
with the quick wit of his race, the Irish 
yachtsman tells the painter he has been 
requested by his stepbrother to take the 
boat to England. Holding the letter and 
being in possession, he boldly announces 
that he intends to go to the South Seas, 
there turn merehantman and earn a liv- 
ing. The artist, who usurps the hero's 
portion of the book, agrees to go along. 

They offer passage to Singapore to two 
American ladies who have lost their 
steamer through a desire to do a little 
more shopping. The father of the young- 
er and of course the prettier of the two, 
a professor of botany, is on the steamer. 
She speedily becomes reconciled to the 
exigencies of the case. The run through 
the Mediterranean is full of amusing in- 
cidents and they are delightfully told. At 
Singapore the ladies leave and the yacht, 
destitute of all femininity, sails on. 

In the Sonth Seas the yacht is forcibly 
abducted by the crew, who have over- 
heard the precarious tenure on which the 
Irishman claims ownership. The artist is 
cast adrift In an open boat with his hands 
tied. The outlook is gloomy. Happily a 
party of friends is found fn port about to 
sail for the Philippines on a chartered 
steamer. ‘The cast-off yachtsmen joy- 
ously accept an invitation to acompany 
them, the more readily, perhaps, because 
the professor and his daughter happen to 
be in the party. Quite unexpectedly the 
stolen yacht is discovered. A clever ruse 
is conceived to regain possession, which, 
afier a violent fight all over the deck, is 
successful. The thieving crew ultimately 
get their just deserts, the supposedly 
cast-off Irishman receives word that the 
yacht is his, and good bit of property be- 
sides. The professor’s daughter accepts 
him for a husband, “ Art, and its limit- 
less possibilities; after all—it is enough,” 
is the somewhat cold moralizing by which 
the artist forces himself into content- 


ment.

Ex-Minister Scruggs’s Book on “ The 


Colombian and Venezuelan 
Republics.’’* 


IS book, which is unques- 
tionably one of the best that 
have been published concern- 
ing that portion of South 
America that will be, for 
years at least, of greatest in- 
terest to Americans, was ex- 
ceedingly “ timely " when it first appeared 
in 1900, and it is even more “ timely" 
now, comitig as it does in a period of 
trouble and difficulty, when our political 
relations with Panama, Colombia, and 
Venezuela. are at desperate tension. In- 
deed, a work of this sort, dealing with 
the Latin-American republics of South 
America, is always timely, as revolutions 
are almost daily changing political con- 
ditions, and to know Venezuela, for in- 
stance, would demand of the student as 
frequent diagnosis as would be necessary 
in the case of a malignant fever. 

The volume represents the fruits of 
twenty-seven years of study of conditions 
in Colombia and Venezuela at first hand 
and from the unequaled vantage point of 
a diplomatic representative, besides five 
years of intimate study, though at a dis- 
tance, of the everchanging aspects of 
public affairs in these two voleanic. re- 
publics. In this new edition the book has 
een carefully brought up to date through- 
out, and a special chapter on the Panama 
Canal and the controversy with Colombia 
has been added. The new material has 
enlarged and very greatly enriched the 
work. 

Pananwi begins and ends the book, as 
it is, in fact, the special) reason for re- 
issuance, at this time. The first two 
chapters, dealing with the Isthmus of 
Panama and the various earlier projects 
for a canal, are well worth reading, as 
they give an admirable review of condi- 
tions up to the time when the United 
States took an active and survigorous 
hand in the destinies of the Isthmus. 
The curious history of the old Gorgoza 
scheme, which was based on the ancient 
legend of a waterway connecting the two 
oceans, and which, strange enough, was 
the foundation of the French concessions 
under which De Lesseps worked on his 
ill-fated @nterprise, is here told as an in- 
teresting part of the long story of the 
dream of an Isthmian Canal. The an- 
cient Spanish Governors of Panama and 
Colombia were so confident that this 
waterway existed that they forbade the 
navigation of the Atrato River because 
it was supposed to give too easy access 
to the Pacific shores of Colombia, A 
curious reason, but one precisely in line 
with the policy of the Bogota Govern- 
ment in trying to delay or defeat the 
digging of the canal, when the time had 
imperatively arrived for the making of 
this world-highway. 

The interest and value of the older por- 
tions of Mr, Scruggs’s book taay be ap- 
preciated by a glance over the list of 
chapters Besides the two just men- 
tioned, one deals with the old Spanish 
Main, its legendary and changing shores, 
and the developments of the past quarter 
of a century. Then are taken up in suc- 
cession the valley of the great Magda- 
lena River of Colombia, a mule ride in 
the Andes, Bogota, manners and customs, 
the race problem, which is as keenly felt 
throughout South America as in the 
Southern States of this country; the spirit 
of democracy in these Spanish-American 
lands, the “‘ revolutions" of fiery repub- 
lics, Venezuela, with a chapter devoted to 
the supposedly charming Caracas, the 
great and untouched mineral resources of 
this latter country, the Monroe Doctrine 
in relation to Venezuela, the disputed Ei 
Dorado, the Anglo-Venezuelan boundary 
dispute, and the award of the Arbitra- 
tion Tribunal. The latter part of the book 
which treats of the Monroe*Doctrine and 
the long controversy between England 
and Venezuela—settied through the iIn- 
cisive suggestions of President Cleveland 
—is of greater value, though it is not of 
so pleasant reading as other portions 
On these subjects Mr. Scruggs speaks 
with the voice of authority and in the 
fulness of knowledge, and his contribu- 
tions to the diplomatic discussion and to 
the iHumination of the entire matter of 
dispute are already well known and ap- 
preciated. 

The chapters devoted to a Study of con- 
ditions in the interior of Colombia and 
Venezuela are, also, of the highest inter- 





est and value. It is here, perhaps, that | 


there is tc be found the most trustworthy 
account of the two republics, and this 
beok will doubtless long remain the best 
authority on the subject For instance, 
although very much has recently been 
written about Bogota, there still remains 
a very false idea of the famous capital 
and its environs. Mr. Scruggs tells us

The 
betrothal, however, was made in child- 
hood, and Sookin has subsequently fallen 
in love with Baranof'’s daughter, a half- 
breed. The plot turns on the indecision of 
Sookin as to which young woman he 
shall marry and the doetor’s infatuation 
for Anna. Matters are shaping them- 
selves to a happy outcome for all the 
persons concerned when an _ accident 
removes Sookin and leaves the field clear 
for the doctor and Anna, but makes a 
maniac of Marfa, the commander's daugh- 
ter.

of Prof. Karl Lamprecht's His- 
tory, Treating of the Seven- 
teenth Century-* 


IS volume of Lamprecht's 
monumental history deals 
with the seventeenth cen- 
tury. Its aim and purpose 
are to show the changes 
in the intellectual, the polit- 
fecal, and economic life of 
Germany which came 48 @ result of the 
Lutheran and Calvinistic revolts against 
the mediaeval Church. 

‘The author's preparation for his task 
has been most thorough as his experience 
as a student of many departments of 
learning has been most extensive. For 
more than twenty years now the erent 
Leipzig historian has been devoting his 
magnificent powers to the creation of an 
account of the growth and evolution of 
his people which should deal at once with 
the varied forms and expressions of their 
historic life—their philosophy, religion, 
politics. as well as their art-productions 
and economic conditions. Lamprecht has 
been called an economic historian, a stu- 
gent of sociology, 4 devotee of art and 
philosophy—depending on the point of 
view of the critic in each instance. He 
fs none of these in the narrow sense, But 
truly a sympathetic, thoughtful interpre- 
ter, and master of the varied culture of 
that wonderful people whore historie life 
began some centuries before the Christian 
era and has but recently reached its 
political unity! The author has been 
attacked by a number of impor- 
tant students and defended by men 
of equal ability; his work has mean- 
while continued to make its way 
into the homes and libraries of cultured 
people the world over, while the German 
Governments have recognized its worth 
and conferred high honors upon. the 
writer. The United States, too, has not 
failed to pay its tribute: At the recent 
St. Louis Exposition, Prof. Lamprech?t 
was the representative of his country in 
the history section of the Congress of 
Arts and Sciences. 

It is then with a notable production and 
@ really great mind that we have to do 
fn this volume. The English Fortnightly 
Review says Lamprecht's history is an 
experiment in his field as notable as was 
that of Thomas Carlyle. And whoever 
reads and appreciates the ‘‘ Deutsche Ge- 
schichte,’’ or any considerable part of it, 
will readily concede to the author the very 
first rank among the students of history 
in its broadest and noblest sense. 

In describing -the final results of the 
Lutheran revolt on the religious life of 
Germaay, Lamprecht says (Page 31) that 
the decidedly orthodox tendency of Luth- 
er, combined with the natural conserva- 
tism of Melanchthon, produced a sort of 
Lutheran scholasticism almost as barren 
and worthless as that of the later Middle 
Ages. In the same connection he stresses 
what purckhardt pointed out some twen- 
ty years ago—that Luther rescued the 
Papacy from the two great~mortal dangers 
into which it was running in 1520—com- 
plete secularization from within and dom- 
ination from without by the political 
powers. Before Luther's death the Ro- 
man Church becomes a distinctly religious 
institution and the Council of Trent made 
her independent of the temporal author- 
ity. But both Lutheranism and the re- 
vived Catholicism fail to seize the idea 
which was to dominate the future—re- 
ligisus freedom. On the other hand the 
new Reformed Church and the ancient 
Roman curia join hands in a policy of 
most rigid intolerance. Passive obedience 
was what both demanded from every one, 
and the pious Lutheran enjoyed a heresy 
trial as thoroughly as a Catholic loved 
an auto da fe. Both Churches were at 
one in their hatred of Calvinism, which 
was reciprocated with interest. So the 
kindly, liberal feeling of the @feat hu- 
manists, both orthodox and reformed, was 
lost to the. world. It became a mortal 
sin to think except in prescribed grooves. 

Strange to say the Calvinists of Hel- 
land—the religious ancestors of our New 
England Puritans—opened their doors to 
persecuted thinkers, students and writers 
from all countries. Tolerance, if not free- 
dom, was made the law of the land; yet 
even then Spinoza dared not speak bis 
mind, and his famous “ Ethics"’ was not 
published until after his death. Still, as is 
60 well shown in this work, the centre of 
learning shifts from South Germany and 
the Rhine to The Hague, Amsterdam, and 
Louvain. There Descartes spent the 
greater part of his active years, and 
John Locke later found there his much- 
needed asylum. 

How weak, though, must this feeling 
have been when the House of Orange 
could play upon the passions of the people 
by charging the De Witts sith lack of 
religious conviction. Indeed, the passion 
for persecution on the part of the masses

ef the people im Holland was so etr 
especially among the followers of Luther, 
that one of their representatives taught 
that the Calvinists instead of worship- 
ping God paid homage to the devil, and 
Calvinists felt quite the same way to- 
ward their rivals’ and competitors in re- 
ligious matters. A chief weakness of 
their High_Mightinesses with the people 
was their failure to persecute, 1, e., their 
guaranteeing of religious toleration—al- 
most freedom to whoever asked It. 

It ought to interest New Yorkers pecu- 
Marly to read Lamprecht’s entertaining 
and yet thoroughly dignified description 
of the Ufe of the Myn Heers of Holland 
as it, was lived in their close-packed but 
wealthy towns and cities during the first 
half of the seventeenth century; Their 
art, philosophy, history, dnd scienoe® are 
portrayed here by a master hand. 

But the Burden of the volume is to 
show how out of chaotic Germany of 
the first half of the seventeenth century 
grew the despotisms of the eighteenth; 
how these petit, spiteful, quarrelsome 
Princes and Knights given over to 
heresy-hunting or self-indulgence made 
strong the foundations of the Kingdom of 
Prussia and finally of the Empire. 

The first step was taken when Luther 
yielded the right of control over the 
Church to the local ruler, The next was 
taken by the local Prince when he agreed 
to guarantee peace and ®afety to the local 
Church, its clergy and members. When 
the Reformers gained the majority it was 
not a long way to complete ascendency 
with every man in the State a church 
member; and the Prince from this time 
forward failed to distinguish religious 
from State and dynastic interests. Thus 
the monarch is made twofold stronger 
by the Reformation; he is‘both King and 
Pope. The Thirty Years’ War settled 
this principle in favor of the local: ruler, 
both the Catholics and Lutherans adopt- 
ing the same policy. 

The Calvinists viewed things in the 
same way; pout the logical effect of their 
teaching was that each man might ar- 
range hiS own spiritual affairs to sult 
himself, since the priest was not essential 
to salvation. In England and the Nether- 
lands not a few accepted this idea, be- 
coming independents—opponents of the 
union of Church and State. These by 
ecmbining with the natural opponents to 
the Stuart statecraft were able finally 
to overthrow the “ godlike" Kingship, 
though they were not able to establish 
liberfy in its fullest sense. The Puritans 
—the allies of the independents—believed 
fn the unity of Church and State and 
hence uniformity of the religious practice 
—the theory on which the New England 
theocracies were founded. 

The unidn of the secular power and the 
orthodox religious authority in Germany 
established in very fact the theory of 
the Divine Right for which the Stuart 
party shed-so much blood and mad@ such 
enormous sacrifices. It was but an easy 
transition from a State like that of Sax- 
ony in 1600 to Prussia under Frederick the 
Great, a century and a half later 

Parallel to the tracing of the course 
of despotism and skepticism as {ts com- 
panion, Lamprecht reviews the course 
of commerce, its rise in Germany after 
the fearful ravages of Wallenstein and 
Tilly, its slow growth and with it the

century of the Thirty Years’ War. And to 
give the world an adequate picture of that 
country at that time is as important an 
effort as it is welcome, for there is hardly 
another satisfactory book either in Eng- 
lish or in German dealing with that per- 
plexed and perplexing subject. 
Lamprecht’s method is not that of the 
Ranke school of historians. He does not 
give us a reference for every statement 
made; his pages are not all foot notes, yet 
no one can fairly dispute the accuracy of 
his work, His aim is to use all that has 
been done by his predecessors to inter- 
pret their work and add the result.of his 
own varied study and investigation. We 
have in consequence an original, stimu- 
lating, democratic view of the complex 
life of the people—an account fuller and 
more accurate than Buckle’s similar work 
on England, and as interesting and enter 
taining as Macaulay’s famous history.

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In convenient form the Director of the 
Arnold Arboreum at Harvard presents a 
volume in which may be found all infor- 
mation concerning trees in the Wnited 
States. Though researches haye been 
many, the author writes that sucti is the 
richness of our arboréscent flora that a 
few of our trees to-day may have escaped 
the notice of botanists. The ‘‘ Manual of 
the Trees of North America” is so writ- 
ten that with the ledst amount of trouble 
you may find to what family or species 
any particular tree belongs. TO aid such 
inquiries there are many illustrations 
where the leaves, flowers, or fruits are 
accurately shown. Firstly, the. Class 
Gymnospermae is considered, to which 
the Coniferae belong. There are the 
pines, and of them thirty-one genera are 
scattered over the surface of the globe, 
the most abundant being in northern tem- 
perate regions, There are thirteen in 
North America. The finest of these trees 
is the Pinus Strobus, which is occasion- 
ally found with a height of 250 feet. It 
is distributed all the way from New- 
fofndland to Manitoba and south as far 
as Northern Georgia. This pine, Mr. Sar- 
sent says,—'is manufactured into lumber, 
Shingles, and laths, used in construction, 
for cabinet making, the interior finish of 
buildings, wooden ware, matches, and the 
masts of vessels.” Its rival is the Pinus 
Ponderosa, or the yellow pine. This tree 
will rise occasionally to the height of*230 
feet. The Pinus Caribaea is a most im- 
portant tree. Naval stores are largely 
produced from this pine. 

As belonging to the Coniferae there is 
that magnificent representative the ge- 
quoia sempervirens, or the redwood. This 


giant is thus described; “A tree, irom 
200 to 340 feet high, with a slightly taper- 
ing and irregularly lobed trunk, usually 
free of branches for 75 or 100 feet.” 
These branches are remarkably small in 
proportion to the trunk. The bark is over 
half a foot in thickness.

There are in all 275 
species, and 52 exist in North America. 
Almost all of them are important lumber 
trees, and their bark, rich in tannin, is 
used fox the tanning of leather. The 
Quercus Virginia, the Live Oak, is worthy 
of particular notice. Its distribution is of 
the widest. It flourishes in Mobjack Bay, 
epreaa: all along the coast and islands 
of orida, the shores.of the Gulf of 
Mexico, through Texas, and then crosses 
the continent and lives tn Lower Califor- 
nia. The wood of this particular oak is 
heavy, hard, tough, cicen- grained, und 
is largely used shipbuilding.” The 
Yucea is strictly an American tree. ‘There 
are about thirty species. Most of them 
are small, and only nine of them “as- 
sume the habit and attain the size of 
small trees.” Some of the Yucca are of 
great utility, the roots serve as a substi- 
tute for soap, and from their tough ffbres 
and stalks, ropes, baskets, and mats are 
made. The Maple is widely distributed. 
It grows in Java. The classical name of 
the Maple tree is Acer. The limpid 
sweet sap of the American species fur- 
nishes the sugar, and the Macer Sac- 
charum yields the most. The wood of 
this particular maple has its, use, and 
when found with a curly grain is known 
as bird’s eye maple. Of the 630 trees de- 
scribed in the volume but a tithe can be 
presented. Tree culture will be better 
understood when this “‘ Manual” is read.

In England the wonderfully silly prognos- 
tications of Partridge and Badbury 
believed in. Swift ridiculed these sooth- 
sayers. These predictions even exist to- 
day, as may be read in the fustian to be 
found in Zadkiel and Raphael. 

Attention is. called to the pictorial por- 
tion of the Farmer's Almanack. On the 
title page of the first number there is a 
man in knee breeches, who is plowing. 
There were at first only verses used for 
the months, later little woodcuts were 
added. For instance, for January, 1804, 
a man is skating and a boy spinning a top 
on the ice. For May there is a fisherman, 
evidently bent on catching trout. Thomas, 
who had cultivated his father's farm, was 
fairly well posted in agriculture, and so 
prints many directions as to the care to 
be given to the homesteads. In October 
this may be read: “ Harvest your Indian 
corn without delay—or the birds and squir- 
rels, I am confident, will.’’ Relative to 
cider, the same authority writes: 

Cyder finish making as soap as possible.

There are some matters in connection 
with maple sugar which will be novel to 
many readers. Throughout the entire 
series of Thomas’s Alynanack the subject 
of home sugar-making is presented, He 
writes in 1764: “If you have maple trees, 
and have to buy sugar in the Summer, 
you pay too dear for your rattle. * * * 
Make your own sugar, and send not to the 
Incies for it. Feast not on the toil, pain, 
and misery of the wretched.” AS early as 
1753 Samuel Hopkins of Springfield pub- 
lished a lengthy note on maple sugar. He 
even suggested that rum could be made 
from it, and so molasses and sugar from 
the West Indies would not be wanted. 
During the Reyolutionary War there was 
trouble about procuring sugar. In 1791 
Dr. Benjamin Rush read a paper before 
the American Philosophical Society on 
maple sugar. He hoped that the home- 
made sugar would supplant the West In- 
dian sugar, and he “imagined that the 
home production would end in the eman- 
cipation of the slaves.” 

In the Almanfick Thomas advertised the 
books he had for sale. Here is a partial 
list of them: “ Female Policy Detected,” 
“French Convert,” “History of the 
Bible,” “Seven Wise Masters,”’ “ Robin- 
son Crusoe,” “Tom Thumb’s Exhibition,” 
“New Year's Gift,” “Littl King Ptp- 
pin,”’ “ Mountain Piper,”’ with a number 
of other small, entertaining histories. A- 
subject treated by Thomas was ‘the pre- 
vention and extinction of fire.’

“Western Europe in the Fifth 

Century" an aftermath. It 

has been gathered up by 

many hands. Left as an un- 

finished series of lectures by 

the death of its author, it was passed for 
revision to the late York Powell. But that 
careful scholar was not to finish the 
work of his friend, and it received its final 
editing from Mr. T. Scott Holmes, who 
contributes a brief preface. A pathetic in- 
terest is therefore astached to this volume, 
which its author and first editor did not 
live to see, which comes to us, as it were, 
by morimain, and dealing with Kings and 
Captains dead and long forgotten, now 
makes its appea) to their successors.

_fields. In fact, very little in the domain 
of history was alien to him, and though 
he seems to have concerned himself most 
with the development of England and 
those phases in the stories of European 
nations that most affected England, he 
coula treat authoritatively subjects as 
diverse as the Byzantine Empire, Federal 

Governments in Greece and Italy, com- 

parative politics, the general history of 

Eurcpe, Venice and her subject lands, 

certain aspects of American political his- 

tory, and contemporary problems of many 
kinds in many fields. 

With so many interests, such great 
knowledge, and occasionally so. spirited 
and controversial a manner, he could not 
fail to be an_ interesting character. 
Broader and mere catholic in his tastes 
than now seems customary for most-his- 
torians, he was ever ready to see and 
publish the excellencies in the achieve- 
ments of his predecessors; as in the pres- 
ent volume, he is willing to accept with 
but slight discounts much of Gibbon. He 
has also some praise for Tillemont, and 
much for Clinton and. Fauriel. Yet he 
accepted nothing blindly, and very little 
could be allowed to remain in the status 
of mere opinion, Either it was false or it 
pecame for him corviction.- In short, he 
was somewhat prone to dogmatize. As a 
historlan, however, he was modern in that 
he spared no pains to arrive at the fact. 
Evidence was never to be disregarded 
even in actions of minor import for proba- 
bility. Me everywhere attempts to ascer- 
tain exactly what happened at each par- 
ticular juncture, and though he was fond 
of threshing his authorities, sifting his 
ashes as it were in public, he never failed 
to construct an accurate and interesting 
narrative. 

As Regius Professor of History at Ox- 
ford, a post which he filled for nearly 
twenty years, he believed it his duty to 
show that European history was one 
unbroken tale, aua guided by this sane 
principle of interpretation he not only 
brought into the #tope of modern history, 
but also Uluminated, much that was once 
allowed to lie apart and in darkness. It

He must be | 
taken to believe that there were, even | 
in early times, certain practically im- 
mutable characteristics native to the in- 
habitants of Britain and to its particular 
group of invaders; tothat “ ethnic amal- 
gam,”’ so to speak, which is the basis of 
the modern English stock. There js. cer- 
tainly much truth in this emphatic dog-

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far-reaching consequences. In this. grave 
crisis the Emperor Honorius had’ been 
forced to promise freedom to all slaves 
who would take up arms, and te give the 
rights of citizenship to many from whom 
it had thus far been withheld. The con- 
stitution of the empire was thus radically 
affected. His General, Stilicho, too, had 
been compelled ‘to withdraw the legions 
from the uttermost frontiers, some even 
from .Britain.. Reports of the battle of 
Pollentia are conflicting, and, though 
Prof. Freeman hesitates about conceding 
victory to either the Roman or the Goth 
in this famous’ engagement in which the 
Christian .Alaric and his followers were 
unexpectedly attacked while at their 
caster devotions, the results seem to 
point to the success of the Roman eagles 
under the dauntless and resourceful 
Stilicho, It Was the fear of his prowess 
alone which served as a sufficient bul- 
wark for the now defenseless frontiers 
and restrained for a few years longer the 
hordes of marauders already impatiently 
gathering on the borders. The spell was 
broken, however, in 406, when the Alans, 
Suevi, and Vandals ‘crossed the Rhine and 
began to pass southward toward Spain. 
Everywhere this advance guard of the ter- 
rible Vélicrwanderung seems to have tar- 
ried long enough to plunder and destroy, 
and their passage through Gaul, marked 
by the ruin of populous cities, was a mat- 
ter of some years. Though he nowhere 
pgm says so, from the general tenor 
of his fwork it is a fairly safe inference 
that Prof. Freeman discounts largely the 
prevalent opinion regarding the barbaric 
cruelty of thes@tribes. They showed a 
reverence for the civilization into which 
they were entering, and they were, in 
their way, Christians. Yet the difference 
between Christian and Pagan was not 
then as now a difference in degree of cul- 
ture or general attitude, as we may judge 
from the frequent intermarriage of the 
Christian and Pagan Princes and Prin- 
cesses. Their interpretation of Christian- 
ity was essentially uncivilized. It was, as 
later with Chlodowig the Frank a fear 
of and faith in the Lord of Hosts, the god 
of battles, and now and then, with their 
general appreciation of things Roman, a 
belief in the greatness of the ‘‘ God of the 
Emperor,’ for Honorius, it will be remem- 
bered, like many of his predecessors and 
successors, liberally supported the Church. 
It need not seem an inconsistency to us, 
therefore, that their advance was ac- 
companied by plunder and rapine, and un- 
doubtedly much cruelty. This. particular 
instances, such as the murder of _ women 
and children, recounted by witnesses, 
would prove. But of this side of the story 
Prof. Freeman perhaps believed too much 
had already been said. He is fonder of 
dwelling on their adaptability, upon how, 
in many cases, their barbaric swords were 
struck into plowshares, and how they set- 
tled down to become the comparatively 
peaceful tillers of the soil. Their aimless 
ravaging he lays rather to their wild 
spirit of adventure, their restless desire 
of action, than to any practice of eruelty 
for its own sake. 


The Alans, Suevi, and Vandals had en- 
tered Gaul in 406. The following year the 
remaining legions of- Britain, we know 
not why nor exactly under what condi- 
tions, threw off their allegiance to Rome, 
and, electing one of their number tyrant, 
likewise crossed into Gaul. ‘Their first 


| two rulers after a brief glory and violent 
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ends were followed by a common soldier, 
Constantine; whose only claim to his new 
dignity was the fact that he bore the 
name of a former illustrious Emperor. 
With his nation of legionaries he made 
his way into Southeastern Gaul. There 
seems to have been a certain’ understand- 
ing between Constantine’s following and 
the hosts of barbarians already invading 
the land, for they avoided all conflict, 
and, while Constantine took the east and 
settled in the rich and beautiful City of 
Arles, they continued their march south- 
ward into Spain, and kept exclusively to 
the centre and west. 

Prof. Freeman's account of the rise and 
fall of this brief second Empire of the 
West is one of this” able investigator's 
ablest chapters of historical writing. In 
describing the cities of its ancient capitals 
he shows himself famillar with every inch 
of ground, and hig style takes on color 
and fervor. Unconsciously, the revolting 
legionaries had timed their rising well. 
Honorius,. the recognized Emperor, in 
character and ability decidedly Constan- 
tine’s inferior, was soon to be occupied by 
Alaric’s second invasion of Italy and his 
siege and capture of Rome. He had fur- 
thermore become jealous of his greatest 
General, Stilicho, whom he suspected 
rightly or wrongly of being in league with 
Alaric, and murdering him at this junc- 
ture, cut off, as the author says, his right 
hand with his left. Yet Stilicho’s suc- 
cessor, Sarus, was for a moment able to 
check Constantine, and even force him for 
a time out of Aries, then a brave Roman 
capital by the sea, now a Provencal town 
of many ruins, hopelessly inland. But 
Rome was battling against too many éne- 
mies, and Honorius, in the hope of ob- 
taining his aid against Alaric, was com- 
pelled to bestow upon Constantine the title 
of Emperor, thus making him his asso- 
ciate. But Constantine seems to have 
conspired for Honorius's overthrow, and 
his pretense of bringing aid against Alaric 
was merely the shield behind which he 
could enter an unresisting Italy. The plot, 
if it existed, was discovered. In any case, 
Constantine was foiled. Alaric died sud- 
denly at Cosenza, and his Goths, it was 
said, forced their Roman prisoners to dig 
a new channel for the river Bysento, 
buried him on his horse at night deep in 
the river's bed, then turned the stream 
back to flow over him to the sea, and slew 


those who had unwillingly prepared his. 


strange sepulchre. Thus no Roman hand 
should molest his body or his grave. Per- 
haps Prof. Freeman regarded this incident 


as mythical; his subject does not require | 


him to treat Alaric at any length, how- 
ever, and this may account for his not 
mentioning it. In any case, it is a story 
worth preserving, if not in history at 
least in literature, where it has already 
been presented by the German, August 
von Platen. Alaric’s successor, Atawulf, 
acted in the interests of Rome, as, con- 
trary to general belief, the Goths did gen- 
erally. This permitted Honorius to direct 
his attention to the rival Emperor\at 
Arles, whom he succeeded in overthrow- 
ing, and, in spite of Constantine sudden- 
ly having become a monk, he was mur- 
dered on the way to Italy in 412, after a 
career in which, from the rank of common 
soldier, he had come to all the pomp and 
titles of the imperial! dignity. Starting as 
an adventurer from Britain, in less than 
three years he had grown to be acknowl- 
edged by much of the Roman world ag 
Dominus noster, Augustus, Pius Felix,

Peter Patriae; in three more he had lost 
all; in his -despération he had turned monk 
and been murdered. Yet his career is not 
unique, and one may learn from it the 
lack of solidarity in the Roman world and 
the difficulties which its historian has 
overcome in resurrecting his story so full 
of incident and intrigue from the secant 
and \conflicting stories ofsthat time. 2 
The later chapters of Prof. Freemans 
work deal with the later settlement of the 
West Goths in Aquitaine and the conflicts 
between their ruler, Theodoric, and the 
Roman Aectius. The most valuable por- 
tion of the author's contribution to early 


European history is in his perspicacious 
interpretation of the mission of the Goth. 

Much that is here printed, it may be in- 
ferred, was picked from hig notes, and the 
editors have ovccasonally allowed flagrant 
offenses against the ordinary rules of Eng- 
lish grammar to face the reader. Thus 
for instance in his otherwise excellent.de- 
ecription of the Saxons above quesess also 
in * With the light the besiegers was 
again active,” P. 125; ‘It was a prize for 
kings to strive,” P. 108; “the more part 
of Gaul,” P. 38. These are but a few in- 
stances of faults which we may be quite 
sure the author would not have allowed 
to pass had he been! permitted to revise 
his work, and his exequtors have not done 
their whole duty. Magny of the pages are 
entirely given ovey~to quotations from 
Greek and Latin sources, They should 
have been more carefully sifted, pruned, 
and corrected, and the same or portions 
of the same extract should not, as often 
happens here, appear on successive pages. 


William Rathbone of Liverpool. 


Eleanor F. Rathbone’s memoir of her 
father, William Rathbone, a well-known 
Liverpool merchant, is published this 
week by the Macmillan Company. The 
writer begins with a short chapter on the 
earlier William Rathbones of Liverpool. 
Then come chapters on the early years of 
her father’s life, his religious influences, 
his studies at Heidelberg, and his visits 
to the United States, his characteristics, 
principles of expenditure, his third busi- 
ness trip to this country, this time accom- 
panied by his wife, who was born of 
American parents in Liverpool; his en- 
trance into politics, his views on the 
American civil war, and other matters; 
bis Quaker influence, religion, retirement 
from Parliament, his business activities, 
and his last years. There are four por- 
traits showing WilHMam Ratnbone and his 
forbears,. and a picture of his home, 
Greenbank. 

William Rathbone was the author of 


“‘ Social Duties,"’ “ Incredsed Earnings of 
the Working Classes," “‘ Protection and 
Communism," “Local Government and 
Taxation,” (written with Pell and Mon- 
tague,) “A History of District Nursing,”’ 
and articles on “ Reform of Parliamentary 
Business,’ ‘‘ Great Britain and the Suez 
Canal,” and “Local Government and 
Taxation in England and Wales.” 

There are several letters by Rathbone 
and others in the book. In one of the 
epistles to his father, written in January, 
1849, on the occasion of his third visit to 
Ameriea, he speaks as follows of Savan- 
nab, Ga.:

There are solitary wasps, and why they 
exist can only be explained by the fact 
that they are the last of their family.

Each one follows out the in- 
the food necessary for its 
family; some capture beetles, others cat- 
erpillars or crickets, locusts, spiders, 
cockroaches, aphides. With the egg-lay- 
ing time the female secures her prey. It 
is M. Fabre who has done much in his 
study of wasps. He dwells particularly 
on the killing of the caterpillars used to 
feed the young wasps. Our authors write: 


When the egg-laying time arrives the 
female secures her prey, which she either 
kills or paralyzes. places it in the nest, 
lays her eggs upon it, and thn, in most 
cases, closes the hole and takes no fur- 
ther interest in it. going on to make new 
nests from day to day. In some genera 
the female maintains a longer connection 
with her offspring, not bringing all the 
provisions at once, but returning to feed 
the larva as it grows, and leaving the 
nest permanently only when the grub has 
spun its cocoon, The males never ac- 
quire this interest, and aid Httle, if at all, 
in the care of the family. The egg devel- 
ops in from one to three days into a 
footless, maggot-like creature, which 
feeds upon the store provided for it.

With the study of the Greek 
and Latin languages, ‘logic and rhetoric 
go hand in hand with the acquirement of 
those tongues. Hence thé classical scholar 
thinks naturally and is enabled more read- 
ily to arrange his English forms so as to 
produce the desired effect than is the 
student who has been brought up solely 
on English ‘as she is taught,"’ and who 
has been obliged to acquire logic and 
rhetoric as something pertaining to and 
yet per se remote from the mother tongue. 
The point cannot be too often empha- 
sized that neither Greek nor Latin is a 
dead language and that the inheritance 
which we have received from each is 
among our choicest yet most neglected 
possessions. All that is vital and perma- 
nent in literature can be traced to the 
Greek; scientific demonstration owes its 
origin and perpetuation to the Latin 
mind; in the tragedies and comedies of 
the. Greeks we find the beginnings of all 
that is shown in the modern drama—in- 
cident, dialogue, tragedy, pathos, and 
humor,-all magnified expressions of act- 
ual life. Even the introduction of steel 
as an element of architectural construc- 
tion has not caused us to be utterly un- 
mindful of Greek forms, however these 
forms, for the time and in the age of eager 
development, may have lost their har- 
mony by the transitory exigency of prac- 
ticability.

Gen. William Heath 
may not have been a shining 
success as a fighter, he cer- 
tainly was as a diarist; which 
accounts for the value to the 
historian of this volume of 
more than 400 closely printed 
pager containing a record of Gen. Heatn’s 
personal experiences and observations 
from the very opening of the War for In- 
dependence to the evacuation of New 
York by the British in November, 1783. 
“Our General,” as he calls himself all 
through this gossipy diary, was one of 
the senior Major Generals under Gen. 
Washington, but was restricted in his 
duties to services in New England and 
New York, opetating, chiefly as a provost 
and mustering officer. To him also feil 
the social duties of the army, after he 
had prcved that he was a bit out of his 
element as a fighter during certain oper- 
ations that he participated in during 
Washington's retreat through New Jer- 
sey in 1777. 

His ability an entertainer, which 
Washington seemed to highly appreciate, 
came naturally to him, probably from the 
fact that he was a member of that unique 
military organization, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery of Boston, previous 
to and at the time of the outbreak of the 
war. Gen. Heath was a farmer at Rox- 
bury, Mass., by profession, and naively 
writes this record of himself: 


as 


He jis of middling stature, light com- 
plexion, very corpulent, and bald-headed, 
which led the French officers who served 
in America to compare him to the Mar- 
quis of Granby. From his childhood he 
was remarkably fond of military cxer- 
cises, which passion grew up with him, 
and as he arrived at years of maturity 
led him to procure, and attentively to 
study, every military treatise in the Eng- 
lish language which was obtainable. This, 
with a strong memory, rendered him fully 
acquainted with the theory of war in all 
its branches and duties, from the private 
soldier to the Commander in Chief. * * * 
Through the inactive state of the militia 
company to which he belonged * * * 
he went over to Boston and entered a 
member of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company * * * ana served, first 
as Lieutenant and afterward as Captain. 
In the first regiment of the militia of 
Suffolk he became the military favorite 
of Gov. Barnard, who publicly declared 
that he would not only make him Colonel 
of the regiment, but, if it were in his 
power, a General officer also.

For himself, he has been fre- 
quently heard to say that he gloried in 
them. 

This was in the Spring of 1776, shortly 
after which time Gen. Heath was told off 
to go to New York with the Massachu- 
setts troops. Minute details of that trip 
are given, but of the arrival of the Com- 
mander in Chief he has only to record, 
“ April 13, In the forenoon Gen. Washing- 
ton arrived in the city.” Two weeks later 
“Our General, having been ineculated 
with smallpox went te Montresor’s {now 
Randall's} Island, where he went through 
the operation of that distemper.” After 
his recovery Gen, Heath and his troops 
were stationed in Westchester County 
while the operations that resulted so dis- 
astrously to the Continental troops were 
being carried on in Long Island and about 
the City of New York, but he took no 
active part in them except as in command 
of the outpost. The following Winter he 
had a clash with that marplot, Gen. 
Charles Lee, who was the occasion of s0 
much trouble until his dismissal from the 
army. 

Gen. Heath's first opportunity to show 
his ability as a fighter came in January 
of 1777, when Gen, Washington, then on 
his retreat through New Jersey, ordered 
him to move from his camp in Westches- 
ter toward New York, “‘as if with a de- 
sign on that citv,”’ to distract Lord Clin- 
ton’s attention. Of that fiasco, which 
ended Heath's career in any important 
command, the editor of the volume says: 

Heath's forces, marching In three di- 
visions, arrived on Jan. 18 [1777) before 
Fort Independence, whose garrison of 
nearly 2,( Hessians were allowed 
“twenty minutes in which to surrender 
or abide the consequences.”’ But the gar- 
rison did not surrender, and Heath re- 
mained for ten days in the neighborhood 
without attempting to enforce his de- 
mands. Then a sally from the garrison 
created a panic in one regiment at an ad- 
vanced post, and led, a little later, to the 
withdrawal of the entire army. Heath's 
abortive demonstration-caused Washing- 
ton to write him as follows: “ This letter 
* * * is to hint to you, and I do it with 
concern, that your conduct is censured 
(and by men of sense and judgment who 
have been with you on the expedition of 
Fort Independence) as being fraught with 
too much caution, by which the army has 
been disappointed and in some degree @is- 
graced. Your summons, as you did not 
attempt to fulfill your threats, was not 
only idle, but farciful, and will not fail 
of turning the laugh exceedingly upon 
us.” 


Gen. Heath, who all through his me- 
moirs is very free with his criticism of 
his fellow-Generals, both as strategists 
and tacticians, does not refer to this in- 
cident in his memoirs as one calling for 
criticism, but glosses it over in this way: 

This success at the outposts flew 
through the country, and was. soon mag- 
nified into a reduction of the fort and 
the capture of the garrison. It reached 
Gen. Washington long before the official 
account, and he had communicated the re- 
port to Congress; hence a double disap- 
pointment when the true state of the facts 
was received. 


To this he added, later in his diary, 
a sort of post obit, when Gen. Wash- 
ington had written him concerning some 
operations about Newport, “ You know

The burden of this story is that ignor- 
ance cannot remain bliss, and that, there- 
fore, to be wise is no folly. “ Innocence,” 
says the author, “is the daughter of 
knowledge.”” By many tragic instances he 
urges that ignorance is no proper guardian 
of virtue, that ignorance combined With 
the sentimental reticence which a certain 
school of propriety teaches may eonduct 
to fatal things. 

For the story it begins 
with Karl, a German, an engraver by 
trade, living in Brooklyn with a flower 
garden and his wife and two daughters. 
Karl is wery ignorant—very dull~very 
kindly. His wife more ignorant and more 
dull. His daughters grow up, thereforé, 
unguided. One is a simple, hearty creat- 
ure, whose good nature and anima)! spirits 
lead her to ruin; one is cold and selfish. 
She makes a career, Meantime the fail- 
ure of & bank has swept away all Karis 
savings, and with no notion of the crime 
involved he takes to making counterfeit 
bills to provide for his family. Thus (the 
author says) do good men by their lack of 
knowledge and thé faults of our economic 
system get into the penitentiary. The 
young lawyer who defends Kar! proclaims 
as much to the court without doing his 
client much good. Nevertheless Karl's 
case and that of his daughter, Thekla, cry 
out for sympathy, and Mr. Henry has 
painted them in colors whose very crudity 
is argument of truth and sincerity—Karl 
with his flowers in Brooklyn, Karl with 
his market basket going to buy groceries, 
(with counterfeit money.) Thekla wheel- 
ing to Coney Island with the boys who 
live to the south of Washington Square, 
Thekla with German phlegm and no hint 
of coquetry trading a kiss to an Irish 
coachman for a ride in his equipage for 
her old mother. The other girl is differ- 
ent, ambitious; being so she learns things, 
grows aware of the value of smiles and 
kind glances; she gets a rich husband 
while her sister drifts to Blackwell's Isl- 
and, perhaps. 

In another sphere the author is less 
sympathetic. He deals with the smug 
hypocrite whose speculation wrecked the 
bank -where poor Karl's savings were 
lodged, with the banker’s conventional 
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wife and family, with the upright Judge 
who enforced the law against Karl ‘and 
sent that innocent to Sing Sing. Perhaps 
Mr. Henry knows less about such people, 
yet he certainly has caught something 
like a notion of what their moral blind- 
nesses are—in which direction their eyes 
need opening. It is ignorance here, too— 
partly but not altogether willful—which 
brings misery. The Judge had a daughter 
who was sheltered as Karl's daughters 
were not, yet who was designedly kept as 
ignorant as they in essential matters, who 
was as confiding by nature as German 
Thekla, who loved in no manner of wis- 
dom, who had the price to pay in bitter- 
ness and tears. The young lawyer who 
defended Karl with indiscreet fervor is 
the author’s idea of the earnest young 
man of the future who will in his degree 
help the world to better things by facing 
facts and trampling some pretty but 
viperlike sentiments under his feet. -.¢ 
will learn to curb his tongue and will woo 
the woman he loves with a frankness as 
utter as that recommended by Mr. Ber- 
nard Shaw in such cases. Wheretpon, 
though the woman, if she has had an old- 
fashioned mother, will be offended and 
frightened at his plain speaking at first. 
she will in the end, if she is fine enough 
and woman enough, see the wisdom and 
the -manliness and womanliness of it.

The book has, perhaps, no merely liter-

the spinning tires when the boys and girls 
ride to Coney Island on a Sunday.

‘They include the charter of the 
Ministerials ot tne Archbishop of Cologne, 
1154, in which are set forth the rules 
arid regulations for the conduct of the 
servants of the household of a Prince, 
King, Bishop, Count, Abbot, &c.; the 
charter granted by the Bishop of Ham- 
burg to the colonists, “ ths Hollanders,” 
in 1106; the privilege of Frederick L, 
“by the grace of God Emperor of the 
tomans, Augustus,” for the Jews of 
Worms, in 1157; the charter given to the 
Jews of @peyer by the Bishop of that 
city, 1084; a few market charters issued 
at the time of the freedom of the cities 
of Germany, several documents illustrat- 
ing the rebellion of these cities against 
the lords who governed them, and their 
acquisition of municipal rights, &c. There 
are also the important charter of Magde- 
burg, and some documents concerning 
the origin of the Rhine League and the 
early history of the Hanseatic League.

A New, Authoritative Biography of 
the Eccentric Clergyman cf 
Morwenstow.* 


HOSE who have read Baring- 
Gould's life of Robert 
Stephen Hawker wil) be glad 
of the new biography of the 
Vicar of Morwenstow; and 
those who know little or 
nothing abovt him will be 
glad to make his acquaintance in a 
memoir by Mr. C. E. Byles. 3aring- 
Gould published his life of Hawker some 
seven months after the latter's death, He 
Was barely acquainted with the- man 
whose biograpliy he claimed to write; 
therefore he was ignorant of many in- 
cidents in Hawker’s career; of many 
others he was careless in the handling, 
and as to still others, he was mistaken 
if not untruthful. Mr. Byles is not only 
Hawker’s son-in-law, he is alsu the editor 
of the latest and probably the definitive 
editions of Hawker’s writings; his book 
therefore, demands acceptance as the real 
biography of the Vicar of Morwenstow. 
So narrow-minded that he believed that 
all Dissenters would be damned, and told 
Dissenters to their face; so broad- 
minded that during twenty years one of 
his church wardens was a Wesleyan 
preacher; high-church that he was 
about the first Anglican clergyman since 
the Reformation to wear vestments: so 
low-church that he altered the service 
as he chose; such a combination of con- 
tradictions was Robert Stephen Hawker, 
for forty Vicar of Morwenstow, 
in Cornwall. He was almost wholly

The last years of his life 
were troubled by financidl difficulties, by 
his failure to add to his income by 
writing, and by his réturn to the use 
On Aug.. 15, 1875, he died, 
‘having the previous day been 
the Roman Catholic Church, “an 
event which,” to quote the present 
biographer, ‘‘has caused more contro- 
versy perhaps than any other episode in 
the life of a parish clergyman.” 

Mrs. Hawker, without her husband's 
consent, but acting as she said she be- 
lieved he would have wished, sent for 
a Catholic priest and had him receive 
the vicar into the Catholic Church. She 
was not at the time a Catholic, thdugh 
she later became one. The question 
course arose, Did Hawker really become 
d Catholic?

A FRENCH VIEW OF HAWTHORNE, 


We have received from the publish- 
ers, Hachette et Cie of Paris, a bulky 
volume, “‘N. Hawthorne, sa vie et son 
oeuvre,” by M. L. Dhaleine, Doctor_és 
lettres. It contains 500 large octavo 
pages of close print. Our French 
friends have a happy phrase for a work 
demanding patient industry and sus- 
tained energy, “de longue haleine."’ As 
one measures the contents of this big, 
elaborate volume one wonders if the

Dhaleine has not been ‘repelled, and 
certainly has not been defeated by the 
difficulties presented by Hawthorne. 
On.the contrary, he has faced them 
with courage and has overcome them 
with success that would he remark- 
able in the best-equipped countryman 
of the American romancer. And he 
succeeds most conspicuously on the 
side where he might easily have fallen 
short... A peculiarity of his work is 
that it seeks no aid from the compara- 
tive method, from which much aid 
might readily have been got. He con- 
fines himself to a portrayal of Haw- 
thorne’s life and work as he sees them 
after close study. The result is a sin- 
gularly clear and informing volume, of 
which it is not too much to say that it 
is a substantial contribution—in a 
sense an indispensable contribution—to 
the literary history of our country in 


the middle third of the last century. 
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Haeckel’s “ Anthropogenic.” 

Ernst Haeckel, author of ‘The Riddle 
of the Universe,” ‘‘ History of Creation,” 
‘‘Systematische Phylogenie,” &c., points 
out in the preface to the fifth edition of 
his ‘“‘Anthropogenie,’’ which has been 
translated into English by Joseph McCabe 
and is about to be brought out by G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, that he has considerably 
increased the number of illustrations, in 
order to make the work more accessible 
to a wider class of readers. There are now 
to be thirty plates, 512 illustrations in the 
text, sixty genealogical tables, and the 
text has been extended to sixty-two 
shects. Some of the chapters have been 
‘substantially " improved, and others re- 
written. It has been the author's purpose 
to introduce ‘“‘the thoughtful reader into 
the great and wonderful realm of the evo- 
lution of man, anu stimulate him to re- 
flect on its significance.’’ He writes in 
his preface: 

Paleontology is even more neglected 
than comparative anatomy and classifi- 
cation by most of our modern embryol- 
ogists. Many of them are totally ignorant 
of it. Nevertheless, the fossils, the his- 
torical succession and systematic arrange- 
ment of which taught in paleontology, are 
just as important documents for the his- 
tory of the stem as the embryos which 
are taken by these one-sided embryolo- 
gists to be the only fitting subject of re- 
search. We must, it is true, grant that 
most ef the paleontologists are equally 
narrow; they commonly lack the nec 
sary preliminary training in comparative 
anatomy and embryology which is indis- 
pensable for the correct appreciation of 
the fossilized remains and their phylogé- 
netis significance. 

in preparing this fifth 
work, the author adds, it has been his 
“chief and constant care to avoid this 
narrowness, and to all three docu- 
ments bearing on our aneestral history 
in even greater force and harmony than 
in the preceding - editions—paleontology, 
comparative anatomy, and ontogeny. The 
work will be published here with the title, 
“The Evolution of Man: A Popular 
Scientific Study.”’

E enthusiasm and ingenu- 
ity with which Mr. Walter 
Littlefield supports his 
reading of Dante's refer- 
ence to the fair form that 
™ inspired the love of Paolo 
and Francesca give charm and interest 
to a controversy that would otherwise 
be somewhat profitless. Neither in the 
sense of history nor in the sense of 
poetic art does it make much differ- 
ence whether the “ bella persona” be- 
longed to Paolo or to Francesca, But 
it is allemportant that here and 
throughout the Commedia we should 
catch the poet’s true meaning in every 
line, the meaning that was in his own 
thought. 

The argument from grammar might 
be considered convincing, but the 
whole structure of the passage throws 
such a_ revealing light . upon ~ its 
purport that no one need go wrong 
about it. In modern editions of Dante 
the tercets are made apparent to eye 
and sense by indentation. That device 
of the printer’s art is here of the high- 
est service in making the poet’s ‘mean- 
ing unmistakable: 


Amor, che al cor gentil ratto s’ap- 


prende, 

Prese costui della bella persona 

Che mi fu tdlta, e il modo ancor 
m’'offende. 

Amor, che a nullo 
dona, 

Mi prese del costui piacer si forte 

Che, come vedi, ancor non mi abban- 

dona. ° 
Amor condusse noi ad una morte. 

In these lines, the thrice-repeated 
word “love” beginning each tercet, 
Francesca tells Dante three things: 1. 
How and for what reason love seized 
upon Paolo. 2. How and for what 
reason love seized upon her. 3. How 
love led them to one death. Love 
flamed up “ quickly” (ratto) tn Paolo’s 
heart. Love seized upon her heart 
“strongly "' (forte)—so strongly that 
it holds her yet. That is the how of 
it. The why of it is equally clear. 

Paolo’s love was kindled by the fair 
form (la bella persona) of Francesca, 
riven by a violent death from her soul, 
which is telling the story of it to the 
Francesca’s love was kindled by 
Paolo had in her, (del costui 
piacer,) a meaning that is imposed. 
upon us by the law of the amatory 
world just cited by her, that love “ ex- 
cuses no loved one from loving.” In 
other words, Paolo’s passion kindled 
hers. Finally, love was the slaying of 
them both. 

The arrangement is almost too beau- 
tifully logical for poetry. The first ter- 
cet tells what love did to the swain, the 
second what it did to the lady, the 
third what it did to them both. 

Now this fine, orderly succession of 
the thought is broken up, the perfect 
balance is destroyed, the technic be- 
comes lame and halting, and confusion 
enters if we accept Mr. Littlefield’s 
reading. For then we should be left 
quite in the dark as to why it was that 
Paolo so quickly fell in love with his 
brother’s wife, and the del costul pija- 
cer motive of her love for him is bereft 
of its mate and counterpart in the re- 
ciprocal bella persona motive of the 
preceding tercet. It was Dante’s pur- 
pose to tell us that Francesca’s beauty 
won Paolo’s love. If Paolo had been 
the possessor of this beauty of person 
he would have found somewhere about 
the Rimini grounds a fountain over 
which, like Narcissus, he could have 
drooped gracefully in admiration of 
that supreme and incommunicable at- 
tribute. His grace of person would 
have formed no motive for loving 
Francesca; and as for her, she lost her 
heart to him for another reason, 
which she expressly mentions. Dante 
wouldn’t have so mixed things up. Be- 
sides, it is most ungallant for Mr. Lit- 
tlefield to deprive the lady of this op- 
portunity to tell her visitor how lovely 
she was “up there,” a quite pardon- 
able vanity in a soul. 

We must remember that it is the soul 
of Francesca that speaks. This beau- 
tiful body that was taken from me, she 
says, kindled his love. The manner of 
its taking off “ offends” her yet. That 
is, it is the cause of her eternal tor-

A New History of England. 

Longmans, Green & Co. are about to 
publish the first two volumes of a new 
twelve-volume History of England, from 
the cofiquest of Britain to the end of the 
reign of Queen Victoria. The work 1s 
edited by the Rev. William Hunt of 
Trinity College, Oxford, President of the 
Royal British Historical Society, and 
Reginald L. Poole, editor of the English 
Historical Review. 

The new history will contain the fruits of 
modern historical research. Inscope it will 
be primarily political. However, religious 
matters will be given their right places 
during certain periods, while important 
social phenomena will also be noted, par- 
ticularly those that have a bearing on 
political events. As far as possible the 
foot notes will be confined to references, 
and in an appendix will be given the 
names, characters, values, &c., of the 
chief authorities used in each volume, 

Each volume is to be the work of a 
separate author. The first two to appear 
are Vol. X. of the set, treating of the 
period from 1760 to 1801, written by the 
editor, and Vol. IL., 1066-1216, by Prof. 
George Burton Adams of Yale University. 
These will shortly be followed by Dr. 
Thomas Hodgkin's boo the initial one 
of the series, from the Roman Conquest 
to the Norman Conquest of 1066, and that 
comprising the period from 1216 to 1377 
by a F. Tout, Professor of Mediaeval 
and Modern History in the Victoria Uni- 
versity of Manchester, England. Other 
volumes are by Prof. C. man of the 
University of Oxford, Prof. H. A. L.

The point of view of the book reviewer 
is, sometimes difficult for the lay reader 
to grasp. It is well for the critic to find 
faults, perhaps, even when they are in- 
visible to the general public, but the 
public likes fo see a genuinely good thing 
appreciated with some warmth. Does it 
not seem a work of supererogation to say, 
fer instance, of ‘‘The Marriage of Wiill- 
far Ashe,’ that Mrs. Ward is lacking in 
humor?

In reading ‘‘The Marriage of William 
Ashe’ multitudinous questions arise as 
crystallized sands of black, green, yel- 
low, and red. They arrange themselves 
in Mrs. Ward's kaleidoscope as disease, 
heredity, pre-natal influence, education, 
original sin, biology, and kindred sub- 
jects in the determination of cause and 
effect. As they consecutively arise one 
wonders whether a kaleidoscope sults its 
own humor about the patterns or answers 
to another call. There is no way of find- 
ing out. All we can do is to keep on ad- 
miring or rejecting what is projected 
through the eyepiece. 

But science, like law, is tedious. We 
are respectable—at least we have it in our 
heads that we're so—and we want to 
know whether to associate with Kitty 
Ashe or not. Or whether, seeing what 
she did, we should sti!l call her “ Lady.” 
In the first place, Kitty possessed “ femi- 
ninity "' in its concentrated form, and as 
nature has justified herself in making 
some hunchbacks the greatest musicians 
of all time, so algo has she shown that 
if we do not understand the greatness of 
femininity as it appears now and then, 
in its intense forms, that is our fault, 
not the embodiment of the form's. This 
alone justified Kitty, or Mrs. Ashe, or 
Lady Kitty. Secondly, she was invincibly 
and irrevocably linked with art. Just as 
art justifies mudity or poetic license, 
Kitty Ashe justifies her being. To the 
mind that makes government and its 
half-brother business to be the chief end 
of man Lady Ashe is a monstrosity. To 
any one who believes individuality and 
its beautiful and artistic development the 
primary reason, and government and 
commercialism mere ends of society to 
make it possible, she was the exponent 
of that spirit that stands for woman's 
greater freedom to-day. William Ashe 
served a Government which has in its 
plodding way ever emerged into the light 
of day as a bottle of old wine comes 
from an old cellar to the table covered 
with cobwebs and dust. His love affair 
went through the same process. Lucky 
it was his wine was poured out amid the 
brilllancy ere the guest departed. 

As we look back to the Colonial wars— 
the Boston Tea Party and like incidents— 
we see William Ashe and his tardy love 
at a deathbed reflected in renewed prom-

ises to a moribund Colonial scheme. Eng- 
land loved us when too late, and loves us 
now, in our celestial freedom, so to speak. 
From the absent railrdad tman—the best 
of husbands, no doubt—to the Hnglish 
Cabinet Minister is a wide stretch. They 
both, however, are to answer the same 
eall of women in their solitude. ‘ We 
can't stand to be away from you 80 
much,’ ‘Help us or we fail." Let us 
think over all the tragedies we'vé seen 
and read about, where women failed. 
Loneliness was the keynote—always. A 
“chilling want of sympathy."’ Loneli- 
“ness starts the morphia fiend. Loneliness 
Starts the neurasthenic woman. Lnell- 
ness started the trip of Lady Kitty with 
Geofirey Cliffe, Fondness evinced in 
mere outward forms of endearment is 
not to the point. That does not suffice 
any more than a beautifully wrapped 
bonbon would satisfy the hunger of a 
boy out fishing the whole morning. It is 
6ympathy, real sympathy, that’s the 
thing. Not translated in the language of 
all men to all women, but made vigorous- 
ly individual, palpitatingly, personal. Did 
William Ashe ever single out Kitty to 
tell her why she towered over all women 
in her sparkling passion? Maybe it hap- 
pened, some one says, but wasn't men- 
tioned. Why leave it out and put the or- 
dinary conversations with maids and the 
like so much in evidence? The truth fs, 
Kitty probably had to infer, the same as 
we did, and as Geoffrey Cliffe carried his 
poetic reasons with him, he became to 
be in her eyes what he did—which was a 
kind of language for her love for Will- 
jam. In “‘ Lady Rose’s Daughter" I've 
always wondered if-Julie le Breton didn’t 
kiss Jacob ‘“‘ good-bye” and Imagine fo 
herself It was Warkworth, and in this 
later story if Kitty didn't picture Will- 
iam as vigorously displaying his passion 
when she listened to Cliffe. 

Cliffe was one of the little souls sent by 
the gods to make fun of our society and 
its absurdities and inconsistencies, She 
succeeded, and, what is more, satisfied 
the test of divinity at her death, since 
she triumphed over life and met the 
darkness calmly and sweetly. As she 
died one could fancy they saw the mark 
of the shear thrust. in the side from 
Polly and the imprint of the nails in her 
limbs—the nails of established usage, 
Engiish custom, and social tradition. In 
one place only did she fall in her cruci- 
fixion—she might have said, ‘‘ William, 
forgive Polly. She’ knew not what she 
did.” But, being merely one of us, she 
didn't.

At first it seeths to have denoted fussy 
and absurd alarm. But there were other 
expressions for that; and by common con- 
sent, which often works with a mysteri- 
ous rapidity and precision of agreement, 
“humbug ” was presently seized upon to 
earry a budget of cognate “meanings 
which had never been got Into two sylla- 
bles before. Slang or not, then, here was 
a genuine word—a word of worth more 
than many others; yet to this day it has 
never overcome the stigma of its origin. 
The sound of the word, even the look of it 
on paper, recalls with undiminished em- 
phasis its birth in slang. In vain has it 
been admitted into the most respectable 
dictionaries. Because of its ugliness i 
remains slang; and innocent as its mean- 
ings are of the base suggestion which is 
the charm of slang to so many of its 
connoisseurs, it will stand under that 
condemnation for many @ day yet. But it 
is not to be given up on that account. 
Careless of the little music in its sylla- 
bles, the wise lexicographer will show the 
word “ humbug" to its place in the Eng- 
lish dictionary with all the ceremony that 
befits its worth. 

But that is not always done. All the 
@ictionaries have this word nowadays, 
with other slang products of similar mer- 
it. And that is well, or would be if the 
best of them were no longer ticketed as 
vulgar. Rarely, however, does the lexi- 
cographer consider himself at liberty to 
forget their origin or to omit mentioning 
it as irregular. After a hundred years of 
such service in the ranks as no other 
word could supply, “ humbug” cannot be 
re-entered on the roll without a marginal 
reminder that it is quite without gentility.

The stories deserve 
reading, and the circulation of such a 
volume will not bring benefit to the au- 
thor alone. 


Dante's “ Divina Commedia.” 
Néw York Times Book Revicw: 

Your notes on Dante have so interest- 
ed me that I take the liberty of adding 
my mite, a liberty which 1 hope may 
be permissible to one Who spent three 
years of his literary course on the study of 
the “ Divina Commedia ''—the Opus Mag- 
num—to which Dante owes the glory 
which has in the past, and will in the 
future, attest to the height of excellency 
to which the human intellect can reach. 

Mr. Walter Littlefield is very right in 
saying Dante asserts that “ White is 
white and biack is black,” while other 
commentators and translators say, ‘‘ He 
means gray or possibly light brown.” 


Now the meanings of the “* Divina Com- 
media" are various—that is, literal, fig- 
urative, and  poiitical. Political from 
the condition of the political troubles 
of Italy at the time in which he wrote; 
figurative if referred to moral truth, and 
mystic if referred to God's science and 
doctrine. Much light is given to a stu- 
dent of Dante's works from a letter 
which “Dante Alighieri wrote to Can 
Grande della Scala, Lord of Verona (in 
whom Dante placed his hopes for the 
deliverance of Italy; he is twice remem- 
bered in the author's writings—in the first 
song of the “Inferno"' and the seven- 
teenth of the “ Paradiso.) This letter, 
which is still preserved in Italy, gives 
the poet's own idea of the meaning of 
his works. It becomes to the reader 
the Arianne’s thread by which he can 
enter the*labyrinth of the poet's mind, 
and easily move about the intricate peri- 
phrases of his poem. In thiw-tetter the 
following quotation is to be found: 
‘““When Israel came out of Bgypt and 
the house of Jacob from among a strange 

people, Judah was ‘his sanctuary and Is- 
rael his dominion."’ The words merely 
stated the departiire of Israel from 
Egypt; the allegory alludes to our re- 
demption by Christ; the moral meaning 
refers to the freedom of the soul from 
the slavery of sin; the mystic alludes 
to the passage of the soul from the bonds 
of present corruption to eternal joy and 
glory,

Bliss Carman in THE Book REVIEW has 
done us a service in pointing out precisely 
what is the matter with Swinburne. It 
seems to me that, so far as a contempo- 
rary may, he has spoken, the final word;

But 
does not Mr. Carman lay too much stress 
upon what he considers the necessity of 
restraint in poetic utterance? Do the 
poems that have lived longest and moved 
men the most deeply—that have captured 
the heart of feeling if not the brain of 
culture—betray a servile habit of repres- 
sion, of nice adjustment of balances, be- 
cause, forsooth, art has so decreed? I 
think not, Poetry is exuberance. Many 
architects of verse flawless as to tech- 
nique have—alas!—no_impetuosity to re- 


strain. Better that Pegasus should some- | 


times run away and throw his rider than 
that he should amble only under whip and 


spur and prove less a true charger of i 


Parnassus than a very earthy, raw-boned 
ox of arid meter-mongering. In poetry, 
as in oratory, what we want Is the dy- 
namic word of earnestness. Be the mes- 
sage righteous, let the steed of torrential 
diction feel only the bit that imposes 
coherénce. “ Art’’ and “ proportion” be 
hanged! 

Swinburne shocks and nauseates us, but 
oh, héw he can charm us! His are not 
“ songs without words,’’ but largely songs 
with words meaningless as words, yet 
words so amazingly chosen and arranged 
that their musical effect is intoxicating. 
They are the growl of distant thunder, 
the chirp of birds, the sport of sunlit 
waves, the salving harmonies of pine for- 
ests, the sweep of harps, the luring crash 
of battle. He is a necromancer in the 
creation of stanzaic freaks—a deft mixer 
of rhythmic cocktails where angel and 
serpent blend. His sentiment, so far as 
sentiment may be detected in those vague 
phrasings that “ fiash through the dark- 
ness of sound,’ may not always be the 
worthiest; yet he has struck notes of 
freedom that are likely to count for some 
time to come, even though, as Mr. Car- 
man has it, they resemble the hysterics of 
an invalid. Ever is he daring, sincere, 
and truth-serving according to his lights, 
and—he loves children. Give him high 
credit at least for these! p

His imagination is one of 
the Thost fertile and at the same time 
most orixinal, most particular, that has 
ever expressed jtself plastically in the 
whole history “of art—not French art 
alone. To express his imaginings, how- 
personal, he uses, it _is true, the 
varied material of concrete 
| natur® and the material world, and in a 
way which often appears to elicit its 
suggestiveness rather than embody its 
echo in his own susceptibility. But it is, 
nevertheless, true that his .work shows 
a wealth of imaginativenegs. And when 
to this variety of invention we add the 
sentiment with which * * ®* his sculp- 
ture is saturated, it need hardly be added 
that his temperament is thoroughly ro- 
mantic and poetic. Realistic as his work 
| is in fidelity to the form and substance 
| of nature, it is temperamentally as far as 

ossible removed from that naturalistic 
inspiration which is half science.
